Getting agreement Women’s work in widest context

Sir, Mrs Elizabeth Young's letter on 
the “pattem” of woman's life June 
14} was sensible and enlightening, 
Unfortunately the situation is fast 
moving beyond the realms of 
rational discussion. 

Your readerş may not be aware 
that HM Government is soon 10 
take a decision on whether or not t0 
ratify the United Nations Conven- 
tion ou the Elimination of All Forms 
of Discrimination Against Women. 

This Convention, which is legally 
enforceable on fying govern- 
men1ls, completely ignores 
woman’s traditional role as mother 
and. homemaker, and regards 
women instead as mere instruments 
of the workforce. It -calls not for 
equa opportunity of cioice, but for 
“maximum participation of women 


` on equal terms with men in all 


fields". 

This means, that women should 
constitute of the workforce in 
every tade and profession, no 
matter low heavy, dirty or unsuit~ 
able the work. Governments will be 


` required to take “tem; 


pol 
measures” to achieve this — ie., the 
introduction of quotas, such as 
aie America, where the 
co ave imposed gender 
quotas on police departments. 

References 10 “maternity” are 
couched in ucgalive terms. Ma-. 
ternity must not be allowed 1o 
interfere with careers; jobs must be 
kept open and governments will be 
required to provide a “network of 
child-care facilities” 1t0 enable 
women 10 get back t0 work as 
quickly as possible afler childbirth. 

Nothing is said about women who 
may not want to work, or who nay 
nol wish to return to work after.the 
birth of a child. The specific calis for_ 
health and social security benefits all 
relate to women who are members. 
of the labour force. af 

None of the “rights” called for 
have anything to do with marriage, 
including rights relating to children, 
such as adoption and 1he choice of a 
family name. No differences 
between men and women may be 
recognized and governments will be 
obliged to “modify the social and 
cultural patterns of conduct of men 
and women with a view to achieving 
the efimivation of ... 
roles for men and women”. 

We are thus taken into the realm 
of mind control. 

The Russian dissident and femin+ 
ist Natalya Malachovskaya, has 
described what life is tike for women 
in a country which already applies 
the criteria of the UN Convention: „ 
Emancipation has tuned out for us’ 
women Lo be much harder exploitation 
than before. There is a certain division of 
labour betwcer men and women, but 
women are also forced to do hard labour, 

burdens. ... . In the USSR 
we are all slaves, but a woman is the slave 
ofa slave.

Wimbledon is bearing down 
upon us and, for those who 
cannot wait, there were Iwo 
tasters last night - from 
Thames. with Perry, and BBC, 
with The Women of Wimbl- 
don. Thames I judged to tx the 
winner. 

Theirs was a straightforward 
documentary celcbraung the 
extraordinary Fred Perry: world 
table tennis champion al 17 in 
1939, three times Wimbledon 
winner. ıhrce Limcs winner of 
1he US Opcn. and winncr of the 
French and Australian Opens. 
He was also a member, with 
Bunny 4ustin. Pat Hughes and 
Harry Ler. of the wam whic 
won the Davis Cup for Britain 
in 1933 from the French. who 
were gclting rather propnclary 
after aking 1l for SI SUCVCSSIVU 
years. 

We lament, of course, tht he 
was the last Englıshman lo win 
the Wimhlcedon title. But there 
he was, hale and hvarl ùt 75. 
telling us how he did it iınd how 
the 4I-England Cluh appeared 
no1 to like ıt nuuct. 

He admitied he was a man 
who did nat let things gv. and 
stayed angry for samc lime once 
he stared, but he seemed iu 
have cause on the nccayion of 
his first Wımblcdon «iu. He 
overhvard a vommiltee memh'r 
telling Jack (rawlord. his 
Australian opponent, thu 1he 
best man did nol alwass win, 
and found his presenlalon Ue 
just draped over hıs seal. 

He got hirs apolozy and 
approbation when he repealed 
his triumph twice, He alu, 
when he decided to turn 
professional, was offered somr 
tInducements from the All-Eng- 
land Club not to do so which 
were, recalled Pat Hughes. ù 
disgrace and outside the rulvs. 
Perry refused, became a pro- 
fessional, and was banned from. 
amateur Cours. 

Now. of course. he is 
immortalized at Wimbledon in. 
bronze. AII presumably is 
forgiven, if not torgouen, He 
went on lo a lucrative inler- 
national professional career. He 
remembered with humour, and’ 
claimed to be the first English- 
man who hated to lose, which is 
undoubtedly questıonable: in 
the tennis world he was 
probably the first to admit it. A
